I  herewith  present  my  second  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

The  Statistical  data  and  Financial  Report  cover  the  year 
1939-1940. 

There  were  two  vacancies  hy  resignations  and  Mrs.  Lillian 
\\'itherell,  a  teacher  of  long  experience  in  Danville  and 
Laconia,  and  Miss  Amy  Shunaman  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Normal  School  in  June  1939,  were  selected  to  fill  them. 

Miss  Shunaman  had  a  large  group,  and,  for  a  teacher 
without  experience,  did  an  excellent  piece  of  work.  Mrs. 
Witherell  seems  to  be  especially  good  with  the  younger 
children  and  proved  herself  capable  of  doing  a  fine  job  of 
teaching.  Danville  is  fortunate  in  having  two  efficient 
teachers.
